\ | able; I would more particularly recommend to the Reader”s

were got from theſe, to another place, where they expedited 
more ſafety, they found themſelves diſappointed, freſh Dangers 
preſenting themſelves as diſmally as before ;, yet God prevented 
«ny further Miſchief, than the ſtripping them of thoſe poor 
Rags the others bad left them, and ſome other Abuſes, which 
b; that time were grown Familiar to them, and were look d 
upon as light Affliftions.: The Caſlekey*s Wife being made 
an Inſtrument for their Delivery, ſhe, and ſome others, having 
ſomething of tenderneſs of Heart in them, tho' amongFt ſuch 
an Inhumane Crew. | 

2. Many were the particular Deliverances, upon occaſion of 


Injuries offered: Once, an Arrow ſhot at them, narrowly eſca-, 


ped them: Another time, ſome going to ſhoot Arrows at them, 
certain of their own Company caught hold af their Bows and 
Arms, nay, though ſome of them ſhot, yet their Arrows miſe. 


Not to mention the frequent Dangers they were in, upon every | 
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fright ſufpition of their being Engliſh 3 of which, more anon. 
And well might theſe poor Suffers be in continual fear of 
their Lives, ſince about a Twelve-month before, a parcel of 
Dutch-Men, who bad likewiſe ſuffered Shipwrack, bad been 


killed and devoured; and moreover, of the many V eſſels ſnp- 


poſed to be Iojt on that coaſt, theſe are the firſt Company that 
are known to have eſcaped. Neither it ſo wonderful, that 
they are thus Cruel to Strangers, ſince they are unnatural to 
their own aged People ; they having no more Compaſſion 0 
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3od [thern, than to make them Slaves to the Younger. Yet are theſe

, Was once irkſome, and ready to take away their Breath ; nay, 


fo fond were they of them, that the getting of about a Buſhel 
accidentally, was look'd on as a great Prize. 

6. Their being forced to mask themſelves under the name 
of Spaniards, though few of them could ſpeak any Spaniſh, 
2vas another Hardſhip ; moſtly becauſe the Natives often ſu- 
ſpeed them to be Engliſh, and thereby they were continually 
:n danger of their Lives. Whether their Cruelty againſt the 
Engliſh, proceeds from their being under no apprehenſion of 
Danger from them, and ſo may think themſelves lawleſs in 


what they do againſt our Nation; or whether it proceeds from}' 


any particular Diſguſ offered them by ſome Engliſh, T ſhall 
not determine : However, it would do well, for thoſe that 
are not under their Power, to avoid giving them any juſt cauſe 
of Offence, leſt their Neighbours ſuffer for their fuults. One 
of theſe Savages could complain, That, ſome Years paſt, 
he had been taken off by ſome of our Engliſh Sloops, 
irom whom he eſcaped by Swimming, and was there- 
with diſguſted, inſomuck, that could be, by he ſifting, have 
found out, that they were Engliſh, it might have proved of 
ill Conſequence to them,

Company. | 

This Man of God, whoſe Habjtation as in one of the 
Northern Counties of England, was early Convinced of the 
bleſſed Truth of God, profeſſed by the People called Quakers, 
and ſoon after had a Diſpenfation of the Goſpel commit-,"\ 
ted to him, He lived, in bs Native Country, in eſteem 
amongſt his Neighbours, for bis Godly Converſation 3 aud ho- 
noured in the Church of God, as an Elder, who had abode 
Faithful in his Teſtimony, both in Preaching the Goſpel, Sufe 
foring for the ſame, and Behaving himſelf anſwerable there- 
unto. And in the Year 1694. the Spirit of God (from whom 
he firſt had his Commiſſion) requiring bim to come over into 


« theſe parts, to Preach the Goſpel here alſo; he was not diſ- 


obedient to the Heavenly Call, but gave up to do the Will 
of God, though in a Creſs to his own, as appeared by an Exe 
preſſion of has, before he left England, which was to thu effeth, 
That he had rather immediately have laid down his 
natural Life there, if by ſo doing he could have kept 
his Peace with God, than to have croſſed the Seas ro 
America. Well, hither he came; and after he had throughly 
Viſited theſe parts, be took Ship for the Weſt-Indian Ilands; 


and at length, as returning from Jamaica to this Town of 


Philadelphia, when theſe Calamities, mentioned in the en/u- 
ing Journal, befel him : How. he behawed hjmſelf under them 
is therein expreſſed, with what Patience be as carried through 


them, with what Faith he cvercame, even the.very worſt of 
Men ſo that it may be' ſaid, He was more than a Con- 


queror over thoſe Blood-thirſty Canibals ; looking to Him 
who was Inviſible, and by hx Grace, ſeeing' beyond Then 
and their Cruelty z, by Prayer, Wreſtling with God for a 
Bleſſing z even the Bleſſing of being delivered out of their Bar- 
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The PREFACE. 
'barows Hands, and laying his Bones amongſt Faithful Friends 
and ſo effefual were his fervent Prayers, that they prevailed 
with God; and ſo graciows was his God unto him, that he 
\ſealed an aſſurance upon his Spirit, That his Prayers were 
heard, and ſhould in due time be anſwered, before he was yet 
off his Knees. . And, doubtleſs, he was made a Strength and 
@ Comfort to his Companions in Afittion, whoſe remembrance 
will not be eaſily blotted out of. their Minds. 


One Remarkable Paſſage I cannot well omit, which de- 


monſtrates he' had well learn'd of Him who is @ God of 
Truth, to ſpeak the Truth upon” all occaſions, though with 
the hazard of his Life. For, as the Reader may obſerve in 
the Series f this following Relation, theſe poor People, for the 
Safe-guard of their Lives, had aſſumed the name of Spani- 
ards ; ſome on that account, aſſerting what was wrong, others 
concealing the Truth ; yet this Honeſt-hearted Man, bein 
direftly asked the Queſtion, Nickaleer, Nickaleer ? (their 


ord for Engliſh-Men) could do neither ; but in Simplicity | 


. anſwered, Yes; being asked ſo concerning another, he ag ain 
anſwered, Yes. Yet, though for his plain dealing, he was 
ftrippid of his Clothes, which till then he had ſaved, God 
Gaffred rot theſe Savages to touch his Life, or the Lives of 
any of his Company. © 
Thus he WT through this Aﬀiiting Trial, and at length 
arrived at this place on'the 1 Day of the 2d Month, 1697. 
#bough in much Weakneſs ; having been taken wery ill of the 
Belky-ach and Flux at Auguſtcen of which he wever re- 
covered, but ftill grew worſe and worſe, to his dying Day. 
It was 'about the 3h hour in the Evening when the Bar- 
kentine, he'was Paſſenger in, arrived at this place. Divers 
Friends ent -on-Board, in order to get him a Shoar, but he 
being in # wvery- weak Condition, they could not remove him 
at that time. + He declared, His great fatisfaion, that 
the Lord had granred his Requeſt, that he might lay 
down his Bones in-this place; chat his Heart was 
itrong, and he hoped he mighc. firſt ſee Friends again 
: : COP, al 
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at the Meeting. He made mention of the Goodneſs 
of God to him, and that his Preſence had attended 
him in all his Exerciſes. | | 
The next Morning, being the 2.d of the 24 Month, divers 
Friends went 0n Board, to help the Veſſel up to a Warf, in 
order to get him on Shoar, in which time he ſpake as before 
related, God's Power attending him. About the 7th 
hour, divers Friends carried him im a Hammocker ( bein 
wrap d up in a Blanket, and Clothes to keep him warm 
to the Houſe of Samuel Carpenter, where he declared, 
The Goodneſs of God to him ; and that is Heart was 
yet ſtrong, and his Memory and Underſtanding good. 
After which he was ſhifted, and then flept a conſider- 
able time. 
On the, ſame Day, ſome Friends coming into the Room 
to viſit lian, at the ſight of them he ſeemed. to rejoyce; 
and, putting forth his Hand, was' ready to embrace 


them in much Love, and in a very tender frame of 


Spirit. The Friends expreſſed their gladneſs to ſee him ; but 
fd, They were ſorry to ſee him ſo very weak :- To 
which he replied, Although my Body be weak, my Mind 
is found, and Memory good. And further ſaid, The 
Lord hath been very good to me, all along unto this 
very Day ; and this Moraing, hath ſweetly refreſhed 
me. And further added, The Lord hath anſwered my 
Deſire; for I deſired Content, and that I might come 
to this place, to lay my Bones amongſt you. And 
afterwards ſaid, It is a good thing to have a Conſci- 
ence void of Offence, both towards God, and towards 
Men. 

On the 4th Day of the 24 Month, being the 1ſt Day of 
the Week, about the 5th hour in the Morning, he _ A 
Friend to write for him t@h1s dear Wife, To remember his 
dear Love to her; andfo let her know of his Travels, 
and being /here; and that the Lord was with him 
that his outward Afﬀeairs were ſettled ; and that ſhe had 
wherewith-all to live on. He further ſaid, divers mm 

cing 
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being preſent, That the Lord was with him, and all 
things were well; and that he had nothing to do, but 
to Dye: And accordingly on this Day. he departed ;,.and 
on «the 3d Day following, being the 6th Day of the 24d 
Month, was buried in Friends Burying-ground, in this Town 
of Philadelphia. | 

And now, - having brought my Relation, concerning this 
good Man, to the laſt Period of his Life, I might very well 
have put a Period to my Preface : But that 1 foreſee, Some 
Perſons may be ready to ſay, Here is an account of very 
ſtrange Paſſages, but of what Credit is the Relator ? 
May we depend upon his Authority, without danger 
of being impoſed upon ? To ſuch I anſwer, He is a Man 
well known in this Town, of good Credit and Repute ; on 
whoſe Fidelity and Veracity, thoſe who have any knowledge 
of him, will readily rely, without ſuſpetting Falldty. 
that in the Mouth of two or three Witndlſes every 
thing may be eſtabliſhed, beſides him and his Wife, a 
Perſon, whoſe. reſidence ( when at home ) ts in this T own, 
viz. Joſeph Kirle, the Maſter of the Barkentine, in which 
they ſuffered Shipwrack, a Man of an honeſt Charafter among ſt 
his Neighbours, had the Peruſal of it, before it went to the 
Preſs, and approved it. With which 1 ſhall conclude, _—_u 
ing my Reader much ſatisfaction in the Reading of it ; but 
never the Unhappineſs of Experiencing, in proper Perſon, the

| Fletcher Commander, Sailed from Port-Royal, in Tamai- 
| <a, Wwe being bound for Perſfiloania. 


HE Twenty-third Day of the Sixth Month, 
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The 24th Day, About Noon came a Sloop from 
Port-Royal, meeting us off Portland; gave an Account 
of the French Fleet's being at Cape Antonio. 

This Evening we lay by off Black-Rivers-Mouth, in 
order to go the next Morning to Blewfeld ; but it be- 
ing Calm for many Days following, the Current drove 
to Weſtward of the Iſland. 

The 31ſt Day, This Evening we loſt fight of the 
Hampſhire-Frigor, and then beat to Windward again. 

The 1ſt Day, the 7th Month, we anchored to Weſt- 
ward of Savina la Mar, and loſt our Anchor. 

The 2d Day, We got in Blewfield Road to Water. 

The 4th Day, This Morning we Sailed from Blew- 

field, intending our Paſſage through che Gulph. _ 

The 14th Day, Abour Noon, were a Breaſt with 
Cape Antonio ; and about a League to the Eaſtwards off 
the Cape was a Fire, making a great Smoak: At Tength 
People appeared on the Bay, making figns for us to 
put on Shoar; but having a freſh Gale, and not know- 
ing who they were, our Maſter would nor. 

This Day we made the Table-land of rhe Havana, and 
this Evening ſtood over for Cape Florida ; bur about 


Eight or Nine at Night we ſaw wo Lights, being 


about a Mile from us; we fearing we were got 
amongſt the French Fleet, racked, and ſtood for the 
Haven. 

The 18th Day, This Morning no Sail appeared, and 
being moſt of the Day Calm, we lay about Four 
Leagues off the Havana; we had a fair Wind, and 
were deſigned for that Port; to enquire of the French 
Fleet. This Afternoon came a Turnado from the 


Land, and our Maſter being on the Quarter-Deck, 
our Boom gibing knocked him down, and broke his 
Leg ; which Accident was grievous to. him and us; 
bur having things ſuicable, with a little Experience, 
ſer it, Ar this time had I Four of my Family very 

Sick ; 
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Sick ; one whereof was an 7ndian Girl, being juſt as I 
had bound up the Maſter's Leg, taken with Fits, 
which continued ſome Hours, and then ſhe- died: 
This Evening we ſtood over for Cape Florida, having 
the Wind' North-Eafterly. 

The 12th Day, This Morning the Wind not being 
fair, we ſtood up for Cubs; and about Sun-rifing we 
eſpyed the Sails that we ſaw before, they ſtanding as 
we ſtood : Therefore we ſuppoſed them to be fome 
of our Company ; we wronged them in Sailing, and 
by Noon loſt fight of them. About Four this After- 
noon we eſpyed a Ship, to the Eaſtward of us ( we 
being abour Four Leagues off Shoar, and about Fifteen 
Leagues to Eaſtward of the Havana) ſuppoſing her 
to be a French-Man, therefore ſtood in for the Shoar z 
but ſhe gained On us: Then a Turnado ſprang up, and 
a great Shower of Rain followed, which hid us. Here- 


| upon we tacked, and ſtood over for Florida. Night 


came on, that we ſaw no more of that Sail,. having 
the Wind fair. 
The 2oth Day, This Morning we were in the Gulph 


\ having a fair Wind, and ſeeing the two Ships follow- 


ing us, we believed them. to. be of our Company. 

The 21ſt Day, This Morning the Wind art Eaſt, and 
ſhifting Northerly. 

The 22d Day, This Day the Storm began at N..E. 

The 23d Day, About One a Clock in the Morning 
we felt our Veſſel ſtrike ſome few ſtrokes, and then 
ſhe Floated again, for five or fix Minutes, before ſhe 
ran faſt a Ground, where ſhe bear violently -at firſt; 
the Wind was violent, and it was very dark, that our 
Marriners could ſee no Land: The Seas broke over 
us, that we. were in a quarter of an hour Floating 
in the Cabm: We endeavoured to , 'get a Candle 
lighted, which in a little time was accompliſhed. By 
this time we felr the Veſſel not to firike fo _ ; on 

ever

ſeveral of her Timbers were broken, and ſome Plank 
ſtarted 3 the Seas continued breaking over us, and no 
Land tobe ſeen. We. concluded to keep in the Vellel 
as long as ſhe would hold rogerher. About the Third 
Hour this Morning, we ſuppoſed we ſaw Land at fome 
conſiderable diſtance: And at this. time we found the 
Water began to run out of the Velkl; and at-Day- 
light -we: perceived we were upon. the Shoar, on a 
Beach 41ying on the Breach of the Seaz which; at times, 
as:the:Surges of the Sea reverſed, was dry. In taking 
a view of -our Veſlel, we found'that the' Violence of 
the Weather had forced many ſorts of che Sea-Birds on 
board-of our Veſſel; ſome of which were, by force of 
Wind, -blown into; and under our Hen-Cubs, and ma- 


ny:retnained alive. . Our Hogs and Sheep were waſhed , 


away; and ſwam on Shoar, except one of the Hogs, 
which remained in-/the Veſſel. .'We rejoyced- at this 
our Preſervation from the raging Seas; | bur at the 
ſame-Ihſtanc feared the fad Conſequences that follow- 
ed; yet, having Hopes ſtill, we got our Sick and Lame 
onShoar; -alfo our -Provitions, with Sparrs and Sails 
to:-make a Tent. 'I went, with. one Negro, to view 
the Land, and ſeek the moſt convenient place for that 
purpoſe. But the Wilderneſs Country looked very 
diſmal, having no Trees, but only Sand-Hills, cover- 
ed with ſhrubby Palmetto, the ſtalks of which were 
prickly, that there was no walking amongR them : 
E efpied a place almoſt a Furlong within that Beach, 
being a Botrom z tv this place I with my Negyo ſoon 


. Cut a Paſlage, the Srorm and Rain continuing. Thi- 


ther I got my Wife and Sick Child, being fix Months, 


and:twelve days old ; alſo Robert Barrow, an aged Man, 


who had been Sick abour' five or fix Months; our Ma- 


ſer, who ſome days paſt had broke his Leg, and my 


Kinſman Benjamin. Allen, who'had been very ill, with 


a violent Fever, moſt part of the Voyage; Theſe, with

others, we got to the place, under the ſhelter of ſome 
few Buſhes, which broke ſome of the Wind, bur kept 
none of the Rain from them ; I got a Fire made : -The 
moſt of our People were getting Provitions a Shoar';

all very wet and cold. | | 
About the Eighth or Ninth hour, came two b1dian- 
Men ( being naked, except a ſmall'piece of plaited 
work, of Straws, which juſt hid their private: Parts, 
and faftned behind like a Horſe-Tail in likeneſs, made 
of a ſort of Silk-Graſs) from the Southward, running 
fiercely, and foaming at the Mouth, having-no 'Wea- 


'pons but their Knives, and forthwith, not making-any 


ſtop, violently ſeized the two firſt -of our Men they 
et with, who were carrying Corn from the Veſſel 
to the top of the Bank, where I ſtood to receive- it, 
and pur it into a Cask; they uſed .no Violence; : far 
the Men reſiſted not ; but taking them under the Arm, 
brought them towards me : Their. Countenance was 
very Furious and Bloody : They had their Hair tyed 
in a Roll behind, in which ſtuck rwo Bones; ſhaped, 
one like a Broad Arrow, the other a Spear-:Head ; 
the reſt of our Men follewed from the Veſlel, asking 
me. what they. ſhould do, whether they ſhould ger 
their Guns to kill theſe two ; bur I perſwaded cthem 
otherwiſe, deſiring them ro be quier, ſhewing: their 
inabilicy to defend us from what would follow, ' but 
to put our Truſt in the Lord, who was able:ro defend 
to the, uttermoſt. I walked towards the place where 
our Sick and Lame were, 'the two Indian Men follow- 
ing me, I told them the Indians were come ' and 'icom- 
ing upon. us: And whilſt thefe two (ſetting the: Men 
looſe) frood with a wild furious Conttenance, looking 
upon us; I thought with my {elf to give them :ſotne 
Tobacco and Pipes, which they:greedily ſnatchid:from 


* me, and making a ſnuffing Noiſe, like a WildBeaſr, 


turned their backs upon us, and run away, Wwe 


» 
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We communed together, and conſidered our Cone | 


dition, being among a barbarous Pcople, ſuch as were 
generally accounted Men- Eaters, believing thoſe rwo 


were gone to alarm their People: We fat our ſelves 


down, expeRting Cruelty and hard Death, except it 
ſhould pleaſe the Almighty God to work wondertally 
for our Deliverance. In this deep Concernment ſame 
of us. were not :left without Hopes; bleſſed be the 
Name of the Lord, in whom we truſted. 


As we were under a deep Exerciſe and Conceznment, | 


a Motion aroſe from one of us, that if we ſhould pur 
our felves* under the Denomination. of Spaniards, ( it 
being known that that Nation had ſome Influence on 


 them)and one of us, named Solomon Creſſon, ſpeaking 


Spaniſh Language well, it was hop'd this might be a 
means for our delivery; to which, the moſt of the 
Company aſlented. .. 


Within two or three hours, after the departure of | 


the two Indians, ſome of: our People being near the 
Beach' or Strand, returned and ſaid, The Indians were 
coming: in 'a very great Number, all running and 
ſhouting. About this time che Srorm was much aba- 
red, the Rain ceaſed, and the Sun appeared, which 
had been hid from us ſeveral days. The Indians went 
all ro [the Vetlcl, caſting forth what-ever they could 
lay. hold on, except Rum, Sugar, Moloſfoes, Becf and 
Pork. 

But their Caſſekey (for ſo they call their King) with 
abour thirty more, came down to us in a*turious 
manner, having a diſmal Aſpe&t, -and foaming ar the 


Mouth ; their Weapons were large Spaniſh Knives, 


except their Caſſekey's, who had a Baggonet, that be- 
longed to the Maſter of our Veſlel ; they ruſhed in 
upon us,” and cried, Nickaleer, Nickaleer , we under- 


ſtood tliem not at firſt ; they repeating it unto us of- 


ten, at laſt they cried, Eſpania, or Spaniard ; by which 
: we

«| we underſtood them, that art firſt they meant Egliſh 


bat they were anſwered to the latter in Spaniſh, Yea, 
to which they replied, No- Spazia, no ; bur all ery'd 


| Nickaleer, Nickaleer : We fitting on our Chelts, Boxes 


and Trunks, and ſome on the Ground, the Indians 
ſurrounded us; we ftirred nor moved nor, bur ſat 


all, or moſt of us, very. Calm and Still, ſome of us in 


a good frame of Spirir, being freely given up to the 


Will of God. | 


Whilſt we were thus fitting, as a People almoſt un- 
concern'd, theſe Bloody-minded Creatures placed theni= 
ſelves each behind one, kicking and throwing away - 
the Buſhes that were nigh, or under their Feet ; the 
Caſſekey had' placed himſelf behind me, ſtanding on the 
Cheſt which I ſar upon ; they all having their Arms 
extended, with their Knives in their Hands, ready to 
execute their Bloody Deſign, ſome taking hold of ſome 


' of us by the Heads, with their Knees fer againſt our 


Shoulders; in this Poſture they ſeem'd to wait for the 
Caſſekey to begin : They were high in words, which 
we underſtood. not. But on a ſudden, it pleaſed the 
Lord to work wonderfully for our Pteſervation, and 
inſtantly all theſe Savage-Men were ſtruck Dumb, and 


' like Men amazed, the ſpace of a quarter of at hour; 


in which time their Countenances fell, and they look- 
ed like another People. They quitted their places they 
had taken behind us, and came.in amongſt us, requt- 
ring to have all our Cheſts, Trunks and Boxes unlock'd, 
which &cing done, they divided all that was in them. 
Our Money the Caſſekey rook unto himſelf, privately 
hiding it in the Buſhes; then they went 50 pulling off 
our Clothes, leaving each of us only a pair of Breeches, 
or an old Coar, except my Wife and Child, Robert Barrow, 
and our Maſter, from whom they took bur little this 
day: Having thus done, they asked us again, Nickalcer, 
Nickaker ? But we anſwered; by ſaying, Perfilvania.

_ We began to enquire. after Sr. Auguſteen, allo would Ten! 


talk of St. @ Lucea, which was a Town that lay about 
2 Degree to the Northward; but they cunningly 
would ſeem to perſwade us, that they both lay to the 
Southward: We ſignified ro them, that they lay to the 
Northward ;\ and we would talk of the Hawana, that 
lay ro the Sourhward. Theſe places they had heard of, 
and knew which. way they lay. Wy 

At length; the Caſſekey told us;. how, long it;was to 
St. a Lucea, by Days Travel ; . but cared not to hear us 
mention St. Augnſteen. They would fignifie by figns, 
We ſhould go to the Southward. We anſwered, That 
we muſt go to the Northward, for Angufees, When 
they ng they could not otherwiſe perſwade us, they 
fignified, that we fhould:go to the Southward, for the 
Havana, and that it was but a little way. 


We gave them to underſtand, that we . came that\ 


way, and were for the Northward ; all which took 
place with them. We perceived, that the Caſſekey's 
Heart was tendered towards us ; for he kept moſtly 
with us, and would the remaining part of this day 
keep off the Petty-Robbers, which would have had our 
few Rags from us. Some time before Night we had a 
Shower of Rain, whereupon the Czfſetey made figns for 
us to build ſome Shelter ;- upon which we got our Tent 
up, and ſome Leaves to lie upon. 

Abour this time our Vellel lay dry on Shoar, and the 
Indians gathered themſelves together, Men and Women, 
ſome Hundreds in number. Having got all the Goods 
out of the Veſſel, and covered the Bay for a large di- 
ſtance, open'd all the Stuffs and Linnen, and ſpread them 


ro dry. They would touch no ſort of ſtrong Drink, ' 


Sugar, nor Moloſloes, bur left it in the Veſſel. They 
Shouted, and made great Noiſes in the time of Plunder. 
Night coming on, the Caſſekey put thoſe Cheſts and 
Trunks, which he had reſerved for himſelf, into our 
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ould] Fent 3 which pleaſed us, and gave an expeRation of hig 
boutf company;; for he was now become a Defender of us 
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ge of others. - The Caſſekey went down to 
the Water-ſide, amongſt his People, and returned with 
three old Coats, that were wet and torn, which he gave 
us; one whereof I had. We made a Fire at each end 
of our Tent, and. laid our fſclves down, it being dark : 
But hearing hidequs Noiſes, aud fearing that they were 
not ſatisfied, we expeCted them upon us. The chief 
Indian (or Caſſekcy ) lay in the Tent upon his Cheſts. 
And about Mid-night we heard a Company of Indians 
coming from the Veſſel rowards us, making terrible 
Shouts, and coming fiercely up to the Tent ; the Caſ- 


ſekey called ro them, which cauſed them to ſtand. It 


ſeem'd they had kill'd a Hog, and brought him; fo 
the Caſſekey asked us, if we would cat the Hog ?. Solomon 
Creſſon, by our deſire, an{wered him, That we uſed nor 
to eat at that time of the Night; whereupon they threw 
the Hog down before the Tent, and the Caſſekey ſent 
them away.. They went Shouting to the Sea-ſhoar, 
where there were ſome Hundreds of them,. Revelling 
about our Wreck. 
The 25th of the 7th Month, the Gth day of the Week. 

This. Morning, having purpoſed to: ,endeavour for 
Liberty to paſs to the Northward, Solomon opened the 
matter to the Caſſekey, who anſwered, We mult go to 
his Town to the Southward. | 

This occaſioned us to preſs him more urgently, to 
let us go for St. a Lucea, ( this place having a Spaniſh 
Name, ſuppoſed to have found it under the Govern- 


| ment of that Nation, whence we might expett Relief) 
| But the Caſſekey told us, That ir was about two or three 
{ Day's Journey thither ; and.that, when we came there, 


we ſhould have our Throats and Scalps cur, and be ſhor, 

burn'd, and eaten. We thought that Information was 

bur ro divert us, ſo that we were more carncſt to go ; 
B 2 but 
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but he ſternly denied us, ſaying, We muſt go to his 


Town. 

About Eight a Clock this Morning; the Caſſekey came 
into our Ten, and ſet himſelf amongſt us, asking the 
old Queſtion, Nickaleer, Nickaleer? DireCting his Speech 
co one particular of us, who in ſimplicity anſwered, 
Yes : Which cauſed the Cafſekey to ask the faid Perſon, 
If another Perſon, which he pointed to, was Nickaleer? 
He anſwered, Yes. Then he faid, Tots (or all) Nicka- 
ker ;, and went from amongſt us: Returning 1n a ſhort 
time, with ſome-of his Men with him, and a-freſh 
they went greedily to ſtrip my Wife and Child, Robert 
Barrow, and our Maſter, who had eſcaped till now. 
Thus were we left almoſt Naked, till the Feud was 
ſomething abated ; 'and then we got ſomewhat from 
them, which diſpleaſed ſome of them. : We then 


cut our Tents in pieces, and got the moſt of our | 


Clothing our of it; which the Indians perceiving, took 
the Remains from us. We Men had moſt of us Breeches, 
and'pieces of Canvas ; and all the Company interceded 
for my Wife, that all was not taken from her. Abour 
Noon, the Indians having removed all the Plunder off 
the Bay, and many of them gone; a Guard was pro- 
vided, arm'd with Bows and Arrows, with whom we 


' were ſummoned ro march, and a Burden provided for 


every One tO Carry, that was any ways able. Our 
Maſter, with his broken Leg, was help'd along by his 


Negro Ben. My Wife was forced to. carry her Child, | 


they not ſuffering any of us to relieve her : But if any 
of us offer'd ro lay down our Burden, we were threat- 
ned to: be ſhot. Thus were we forced along the Beach, 
bare-footed. _ 

We had ſaved one of the Maſter's Quadrants, and Sea 
mens Calender, with two other Books. As we walked 


along the Bay, ( the time ſuiting ) our Mate, Richard 


Limpeny, took an Obſervation, and we found our 
{clves 
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ſelves\to-be in; the Latitude of twenty ſeven Degrees 
and eight, Minutes-: Some of the Indians were oftended 
at.it, when he held up his Quadrant ro obſerve, One 
would draw an Arrow to ſhoot him; bur it pleaſed 
God hitherto to prevent them from ſhedding any of 
our Blood... 

. One Paſſhge I have omitted: Two of our Marriners, 
named Thomas Fownes and Richard Limpeny, went forth 
this Morning, from our Tent, down to the Bay, where 
the Indians. were, and viewing of them at ſome di- 
ſtance, -an Indien-Man came running upon, them, with 
his Kniſe in his Hand, : took hold of Thomas Foxynes to 
Stab him ; but the ſaid Thomas fell on his Knees, 
uſing a. Spaniſh Ceremony, and begged. not to kill 
him ;. whereupon the Indian defifted, and bid him be 
gone to the place from whence he came. The faid 
Thomas, at-his-return, acquainted us how narrowly he 
had eſcaped. -; | | 
After we had travelled about five Miles along the 


deep Sand, the Sun being extream hot, we came to an 
Inlet; on the. other ſide was the Indian-Town, being 
little Yiewams made of ſmall Poles ſtuck in the Ground, 
which - a one to another, making an Arch, 
and covered them with Thatch of ſmall Palmerto-leaves ; 
here we were commanded to fit down, and the Caſ- 
ſekey came to us, who with his hand ſcratch'd a hole 
in the Sand, abour a Foor deep, and came to Water, 
which he made Signs for us to come and drink, we 
being extream -thirſty, did, but the Water was almoſt

This Morning, the Caſſekey looking on us'with a mild 
AﬀpeR, ſent. his Son with his ſtriking Staff to the Inlet, 
ro ſtrike Fiſh'for us, which was performed with great 


' Dexterity; for fome of us walked down with him, and 


though we lpoked very earneſtly when he threw his 


'Sraff from him, *could nor fee a Fiſh; at which time he 


ſaw it, and brought it on Shoar on the end of his Staff. 
Sometimes he would run ſwiftly purſuing a Fiſh, and 
ſeldom miſt when he darted at him. In two hours : 
time he got as many Fiſh as would ſerve twenty Men: 
There were others alſo Fiſhing at the ſame time, ' ſo 
that Fiſh was plenty ; bur the ſenſe of our Condition 
ſtayed our hungry Stomacks, for fome amongſt us

The 'Cafſekey went this Morning towards our Veſlel; 
in his abſence the other Indians looked very untowardly 
upon us, which created a Jealouhie of their Cruelty yer

come to forward our Deſftruttion,: or to Carry us to 
the Southward ; they fat thus a conſiderable time; ar 
length they diſtributed themſelves . ta the Wigwars : 
Thus would Danger often. appear, unto us, and al- 
moſt ſwallow us up; but at. times we ſhould be ſet | 
over it, having a ſecret Hope, that God would work 
our DENTeranes, having preſerved us from ſo many

(one of Foſeph Kirle's, and two of mine) and with a 
Cannoo went'up the Sound. 

This day the Indians were bufie with what they had 
taken out of our Veſſel, and wquld have imployed 
all of us to- do, ſome one thing, * ſome another, for 
them ; but we not knowing the Conſequence, endea- 
voured to ſhun-it, and would deny their demands : 
But ſome of our Men did anſwer their defires in ma- 
king and ſewing ſome Cloth together, ſtringing our 
Beds, mending. of Locks; of the Cheſts, e&c. What- 
ever they thought was a-miſs they would be putting 
upon us to Mend, ſtill we wholly refuſed ; at which 
time I heard a ſaying, that came from one of the chief 
Indians, thus | Engliſh Son of a Bitch | which words 
ſtarted me; for I did believe they had had ſome of 
our Nation in their Poſſeſſion, of whom they had heard 
ſuch an Expreſſion : I paſſed away from the Wieway 
with much trouble. 

«This day, being the firſt of the Week, we having a 
large Bible, and a Book of Robert Barclay's, ſome one 
or ather was often reading in them: But being moſt 
of .US fat together, Robert Barrow defired Our People fo 
wait' upon the Lord ; in which time Robert had a 
Word in ſeaſon unto us, and after wards went to Pray-- 
er, all the Indians coming about us ; and ſome young- 
er ſort would be Mocking, but not to our Diſturbance: 
The Elder ſort ſtood very modeſtly the whole time : 
After Prayer ended, they all withdrew quietly ; bur 
ſome of them (eſpecially the 'Caſſekey's eldeſt Son ) 
would take great delight in our Reading, and would

Allen, into our Boar, . for this afternoon, in, his Travel, 
he was taken with a Fever and, Ague, :and we. had 
much trouble to ger'him a long, he having been Sick, 
nigh unto Death. (being firſt-raken, the day before we 
left apes” ard Road) until about a Week before we 


were Calt away.

One of my Negroes had ſaved a Tinder-box and Flint, 
and we had reſerved two Knives, by which means we 
ot a Fire, though with much difficulty, for our-Tin- 
er was bad, and all the Wood Salr-Water-Soaken ; 
which: being accompliſhed, we brqgiled all our Fiſh, 
feeding heartily on ſome of them,. and the reſt we 


the God of our Mercies. 

Having a large Fire, many of us got under the Lee 
of its, and others buried themſelves inthe Sand, in hopes 
to get alittle Sleep, that we might be ſomewhat refreſh- 
ed, and thereby be the better enabled, ſome to Tra- 
vel, and ſome to Row, the remaining part of the 
Night ; but the Sand-Flies, and Muskettoes, were ſo ex- 
tream thick, it was impotllible : The Moon Shining, we 
Jaunched our Boat, I, and my. Wife, and Child, the 
Maſter, Robert Barrow, my Kinſman Allen, Solomon Creſ- | 


Boat, the reſt travelled along Shoar : About midnight, 
Or 2 little after, our People came by an Indian Tawnz 
the Indians came out in-a great Number, but offered no

what little they had; but making ſome ſmall retiſtance, 
the Indians were put by their purpoſe: They were very 


8 defirous to have us come on Shoar, and would hale us, 


bur our People would have us keep off: We were got 
among a parcel of Breakers, and fo had much ado to 
get Out to Sea. | 

The 29th of the 7th Month; the 3d of the Week. 

This Morning about Sun-riſing we ſtood in for the 
Land, and looked out for our People, but could not fee 
them, therefore we lay by for the ſpace of two hours, 
and at length ſaw them coming along, with a great ma- 
ny Indians with them. When they came a breaſt with 
ws, the Indians wafted us on Shoar, but we refuſed, 
perceiving they were wickedly bent; they would be 
ever and anon ſnatching one thing or other, at which 
time our People would point to us in the Boat; but 
perceiving they could not get uson Shoar, in ſome few 
hours left them. 

This Day Noon, Foſeph Kirle having his Quadrant and 
Calander, took an Obſervation, being in the Latitude 
of 27 Deg. 45 Min. - About one a Clock we faw two 
Indians with Bows and Arrows, running to meet our 
People ; who, when they ſaw them, ar firſt they made 
a halt, and afterwards retreated, at which the Indians 
let fly an Arrow, which narrowly <ſcaped one of 


| them; whereupon they ſtopped ; the Indians looked - 


ſtrangely on them, but our People ſer forwards, and 
the Indians with them, until they came ro the Indian 
Town: We ſaw our People go into the Wigwams, but 
ſtayed a very ſhort time, for the Indians were for ta- 
king thoſe pieces of Canvas they had, from them. 
They got fome Water and ſet forward again, the rwo 
Indians (till followed them. Abour this time. we ſaw a 
Sail to the Eaſtward, and we ſuppoſing it at firſt ro 
be a Brigantine, agreed to follow her z but in a ſmall 
time 
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Shoar 5 our Maſter ſaid, It Was :m1Peſſivle to get. 07 Shoar 
alrve ;, but I being under ſome Exerciſe, was defirous' 


the reſt of our People 3 they ſtarted the Danger : All 


time we made: it to -be a Caro or, Boat,, with two! 
Maſts-and Sails; ſhe ſtood in for the Shoar, - but as ſoon} 
as they eſpy'd us, ſhe bore away 3 and when ſhe law 
we made not after her, the ſtood a-ſhoar again. for the 


Indian Town. Hereupon a Jealouſie. got among us, 
char ſhe 'might go an Shoar, and ger ſtrong with Men, 
and then come after us; whereupon we rowed very} 
hard, and kept an offing for ſome hours ; bur finding 
they came not out, weſtood-towards the Shoar again. 
This day was extream hor, and we, had no Water ilince 
we left the Indian. Town, to the Southward of our 
Wreck, . called hy the Name of. Hee-Bay ;, therefore we 
were defixous to..get .on Shoar, but when we endea- 
voured it we could nor, for the Seas ſwell'd very much, 
and came rowling from the Eaſtward, ſo that the Seas 
run: very hollow, and broke almgſt a Mile from the

reſt, but inſiſted upon going a Shoar ; the Maſter and 
Men faid, We ſhould not ſave our Lives : Bur I gained 
ſo, that they artempred, and were got within half a 
Mile of the Shoar ; but the Seas came on us ſo large 
and hollow, that one_ Sea had like to have over- 
whelmed us ; we Juſt got a-top of it before it broke, 
chere was then no, perſwading them to go further, 
but we ſrood off, and deſigned ro keep off all Night; 


our People being very weary, and the Sun ſetting, we |

Weather looked as though it would be bad, and the | 


Sea increaſed, whereupon I began a-freſh to perſwade 
them to- go on Shoar ; all were deſirous, but thought 
it impoſlible ; at length-we reſolved to venture, and fo

| aged Robert Barrow, my Wife and Child out of the 


Boat, before ever a Sea came to fill us, which did as

The rwo Indians were for taking off our Clothes, 
( which would not cover our Bodies ) but we not be- 
ing willing to yield, they would ſnatch a piece from 
one, and a bit from another, and run away with thar, 
and then come again and do the like. Theſe two I- 
dians took away What was given to my Wife and 
Child, which we knew not how to help, but exerciſed

We enquired how far it was from St. 4 Lucea (one 
of them ſpeaking a'little Spaniſh) and by figns we un- 
derſtood it was not far. They made f{igns, that when 


we came there, we ſhonld be put to moſt cruel Death, . 


but we hoped otherwiſe. 

At this place, within the Land, and over the Sound, 
our People ſaid, before it was dark, they ſaw two or 
three Houſes, which look'd white, as tho? they were 
plaiſtered with Lime, which put us in hopes that there 
were Spaniards there z ſo we ſet forwards, as the Indians 
direGted, for St. a Lucea ; \they made f1gns that we 
ſhould. come to an Inlet of the Sea, and on rhe other 
ſide was St. 4 Lucea, We travelled about four Miles, 
and came to the Inlet, but ſaw no Settlement on the 
Other fide, ſo we concluded to Iye there all Night. 
We ſaw the tra& of a large Bear, ard other wild Beafts, 
whereupon we ſet to work to get Wood, and then a 
Fire.

At- length they all left us, except rwo 
and-our Guide ; byt we miſſed Soloyon Creſſon, and Fo- 
ſeph Kirle's Boy, and Negro Ben, which was no ſmall

' We had not travelled ahove five Miles, before our 
Guide cauſed ugito ſtop, and at ſome ſmall diſtance w: 
an Þdian Town, which I ſuppoſe our Guide belovcd 
to, for Indians came thence with Fire and Water for 


him, and with Palmetto Leaves they made a blaſt of 


| Fire; here we ſtayed nigh rwa oy; The Flies were 


yery thick, and the Night very Cold, fo that our na- 


ked Bodies were not able to endure it, but with Grief. * 


Ar length we. left this place ; the whole Night follow- 
ing we were troubled with theſe two young Indians, 
Whaar times would be abuſing one or other of us, fing- 
ling them out, and asking if they were not Nickaleer, 
or Engliſh? If they ſaid, »ay, then they would hit them 
a Blow or more: with a Truncheon, which they had ;

He was an ancient Man, his 
Beard and Hair Gray : He enquired for the Captain, fo 
our People pointed ro Foſepb Kirle, whom he went to, 


we had met with yet, bur not ſo well as to Diſcourſe, 
only to ask ſome Queſtions, and we had three or four 
amongſt us could make a ſhift to anſwer him, for 
Solomon was kept behind. This old Caſſekey ſeemed to 
have Compaſſhon on us, and faid, That thoſe People 


Ropues; but we Were his Camerades Or Friends. With- 
he ſaid, In few days he would carry us to Auguſteen ;

, | time of our coming. Fohn Smith and Andrew Murray 
' had their Being in the Caſſekey's Houſe, and the Wo- 
man, named Penelope: The reſt of Smith's People lodged 
in other I#d;an Houſes. Bur on our coming, the old 
| Caſſekey told them, They muſt rurn out, and make room 
| for the Spaniards; but Smich and Murray would not go, 
and the Indian did not force them out. In. ſome 
time after we had been in the Houſe, came in Indian 
Women, loaden with Baskets of Berries, moſtly of the 
Paim ;, {ome Sea-fide Corco-Plumbs, and Sea-lide —_ 
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Of the two latter we could car, but of the Palm-Berrie: 
we could not bear the taſte in our Mouths: We laid 


' our ſelves on the Cabin, on that part which. was ap- 


pointed usz3 on the other part, the young Caſſekey, or 
King, lay, being parted by a "Cheſt that ſtood there- 
on. Before Night was a parcel of large Fiſh, called 
Drumms, brought in; the old Caſſekey told Foſeph Kirle, 
That thoſe were for the Spaniards, and bid him let 
ſome-body Dreſs them ; he alſo ordered us a Por. 
They were ſoofi drefled, and we eat them, Night be» 
ing come, the old Caſſekey enquired after our Lofles ; 
which we, as well as we could, gave him to under- 
ſtand, That in our Veſſel was a great deal of Clothing 
and Money, which the Indians at Hoe-Bay had taken 
from us. 'He underſtood ſo much of the matter,- that 


he grew Covetous, and ſaid, He would go and get: |- 


ſome of ic from them. 

Abour Mid-night 'came Solomon Creſſon in a Cann, 
with two Indians: The old Caſſekey began to examine 
him concerning our Veſlel, Goods and Money, or 
Platez of which Solomon rendered a further Account 
unto him, than we could ; which cauſed him to reſolve 
on the Morrow to provide Men and Boats, and to go 
down the Sound to Hoe-Bay, to have part from them. 
he would have had Solomon to have gone with him, bur 
Solomon refuſed. | 

We enquired of Solomon concerning his ſtay, and of 
the Negro, Ben. and Foſeph Kirle's Boy : He ſaid, That 
he was ſtayed by force; but the Negro and the Boy 
were a-{lcep in another Houſe, .when we were driven 
away. They had a deſign, in ſtaying of Solomon, which 
he could not rightly underſtand, butſuppoſed, that they 
doubted that we were not all Spaniards; for the Indians 

of St. a Lucea would ſay to Solomon, That he was a Spa- 
niard, and ſome others, bur the moſt of us were nor 
Spaniards, and that they had ſtolen Solowwon : But Solomon 
denyed it, *. | The 
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The 34 of the 5th Month ;, the 9th of the Week, 

This Morning the old Caſſekey, with two Cannes, and 
ten Indians with him, went hence for Hoe- Bay ;, he-pro- 
miſed, that as ſoon as he returned, he would carry us 
for Auguſteen, which he fuppoſed would be in fix days, 
if he had good Weather. But thls day the Wind was 
gor North-Eaſt, and it look'd as though the Weather 
would be Stormy ; the Wind increaſed, and rowards 
Evening the Water in the Sound did riſe, that it began 
to cover the Land, and came into the Houſes; but we 
had little or no Rain till Night, then the Wind increa- 
ſed, and Rain alſo. 

The 4th of the 8th Month ;, the 1ſt of the Week: 
This Morning the Wind was violent with Rain; the 


. King's Houſe was Knee deep with Water, and like to 


continue riſing; I removed, with my Wife, Child, Ro- 
bert Barrow and Benjamin Allen, to an Indian-Houle, that 
ſtood on a Hill of Oyfter-ſhells ; in this Houſe we re- 
mained this Day. The Wind continued at North-Eaſt, 
very violent, and by reaſon of much Rain, the Water 
riſing every Hour, the Indians began to put their dry 
Berries into their Cannes, and ro ſeek which way to 
ſecure them. Several Indians betook themſelves tro 
their Boats, and Carried what they had ro ſome high 
Land a conſiderable diſtance, where a place was made 
for their Caſſekey, or King ;. but before day, the Houſe 
we were in was a float, and the Indians were for turn- 
ing us out, bidding us take an old Carno, that had a 
hole in the ſide of her, almoſt at. the bottom, big 
enough for a Man to put his hand through, ſo that ſhe 
was full of Water; in this Canno they would have 
had us ſhifted for our ſelves; but we were not willing

ur ofncans helped to encreaſe Milk for our Child. Many 
vereffivere our Exerciſes, both-in Body and Mind, atnongſt 
his People. Sometimes they would look upon us, as 
Id btho' they had ſome ill Intent rowards the_whole of us ; 
xp2&it other times, they would tell us (who where nomi- 
Lrotymally Spaniards) how and in whar manner thoſe of 
ColdBSirh's Company ſhould be put to Death. And thug. 
zoceewere we daily exerciſed in Sorrow and grievous Trou- 
fornifbles.

This Morning, Foſeph Kirle, with thoſe that were 
with him, were, by the Spaniſh Captain, ordered away 
atBreak of Day, he not taking any care to give them 
4 little Suſtenance 3 and about an hour or two after we 
followed, rowing all this Day, without ceaſing, until 
an hour or two in the Night ;- by which time we gor 
to an Indian Town, where not any thing was to be had 
but Water: About two hours after us,came Foſeph Kirle; 
the Spaniſh Captain would not let them come on Shoar, 
but ordered them to keep on, that we might get next 
Night to the place where we muſt hale our Boats over 
Land, from one Sound unto another. 

The 7th of the 9th Month; the 7th of the Week. 
This Morning we ſet forward very early, and rowed 


' hard: About Noon we gottoa parcel of Marſby Iſlands, 


amongſt which we were to go up Creeks: The Paſſage 
was very difficult to find. At length, when we were 
got nigh an Indian Town, the Spaniards hollowed, and 
an Indian Came out into the Marſh, bur was very loath 
to come near us; at length he came wading to us, to 
be our Pilot; We ſet forward, and in an hour's time, 
or more, were got to the place where Foſeph Kirle, and 
thoſe with him were ; the mdians that were with Fo- 


PH | ſeph would not let them procerd further, until we came 


up with them. 1n half an hour's time we got to the 
place where we were to hale our Boats over Land, be- 
ing about a quarter of a Mile from Sound to Sound : 
At this place the Sea was half a Furlong from us. The 
Spaniſh Captain gave the Indian, we laſt took in, a piece 
of a Leaf of Tobacco, commanding him to. go, with all 
ſpeed, and bid his Caſſtkey, with all his able Men, 
come to help to hale our Boats over Land. But we

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dians came. The Spaniſh Captain gave the Caſſekey a Leafhhi 
orewo of Tobacco for'him, and diſcharged them; only 
ordered the Cafſekey to fend ſome Men a Fiſhing for-him, 
which they did, and before Night brought a ſtately par- 
cel of Fiſh; but none of our People had any part of it, | 
except my Wife and Penelope ; what they did not eat, 
they kept to carry with them. - DL, 

A little before Night ſprang up-a Storm of Wind at 
North-Eaſt ; it ſeemed likely to be a Diſmal Night of 
Wind and Rain, and we were got to a place where y 
there was not a Tree or Buſh, or any manner of Shel: 
ter, and the Wind fo very cold that we thought we 
ſhould not hve till the nexr day. We had no Wood 
ro make 2 Fire with, and what to do we could not 
rell ; but we were reſolved to try to get ſome, and-in 
order thereto, ſome of the ableſt of us went along the 
Bay, to ſearch for Drifc-wood, and found a little ; but 
Rain came, with the Night, and no Shelter to be had 
but our Boats, and the Spaniards wonld not let us med- 
dle with them, to turn them bottom upwards for Shel-} ex 
ter, which ſeemed very hard ; but they had made them-} ar 
ſelves ſome Shelter with Mats. We were forced to ex-| w 
erciſe Patience, and with what Salt-Water-Wood we 
had, made as good a Fire as we could, and laid our 
ſelves down on the Sand by it; and it pleaſed God we 
had a comfortable Night, beyond our ExpeCtation, on- 
Iy the Cold was very ſharp. 

The 8th of the gth Month; the 1ſt of the Week. 

This Morning we ſer forward, but the Water was 
ſo low, that we were forc'd to wade, and thruſt the 
Boat along for ſome Miles; at length we gor into a 
deep Channel, where was nothing to be feen but Marſh 
and Water, and no faſt Land, nor Trees. About ten a 
Clock we heard three or four Muskets fired a little a- 
head of us, in the Channel we were in ; our Spaniards 
preſently anſwered them with the like ; and in a little 
r1Mg 
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Leaf tinie WC met. This was a Perre- Augoe tO Joyn with thar 


that came for us, having order to go to the place where 
we were Caft away,and to get what was to be had from 
the Þndians; bur this other Boat turned back, for there 


wasno place ro go on Shoar. And in an hour or rwo's 


time we got into the other Sound, where the Land was 
not be ſeen from ſide to fide, in ſome places : The like 
was in the other we came through. About an hour 
before Sun-ſer we got to an Indian Plantation ( this 
was the firſt place we ſaw any thing planted ) being 
full of Purmpion Vines, and ſome ſmall Pumpions on them; 
but the Spaniards were too quick for us, and gor all 
before us : Some of us got a few as big as one's Fiſt 
We had a Fire there, yet had not patience to drefs 
them as they ſhould be, bur put them into the Fire, . 
roaſted them, and eat them. The Spaniards uſed a 
great deal of Cookery with their Pumpions. And the 


/ Perre- Augoe, that Came from Auguſteen, had broughr 


Bread, Corn, and ſtrung Beef ; bur it was kept from us, 
except a piece of ſtrung Beef the Captain of the Spani- 
ards gave my Wife, as big as a Stick of Sealing-Wax, 
which we treaſured up, expeCting it, muſt be harder 
with us when we lefr this People. Here Captain Sa- 
baſtian Lopez, drew up a Writing, and would have had 
me and. Foſeph Kirle to Sign it, which we refuſed : For 
we perceived he had a deſign, eſpecially againſt me, 


| to oblige me to give him ſome of my Negroes. We

on the Sea ſhoar, our People, black and white, made 
all ſpeed, one nor ſtaying for anocher, that could not 
travel ſo faſt z none but I, with my Wife and Child, 
Robert Barrow, my Kinſman Benjamin Allen, and my 
Negro London, whom I kept to help carry my Child, 
keeping together ; the reſt of our Company had left us, 
not expetting to ſee ſome of us again ; eſpecially Ro- 
bert Barrow, my Wife and Child. We travelled after 
as well as we could; having gone about two Miles, 
the Cold fo ſeized on my Kinſman, Benjamin Allen, 


that he began to be ſtiff in his Limbs, and ſtaggered. 


and fell, grievoutly complaining, that the Cold would 
Kill him. Our Negro having our young Child, I and 
my Wite took our Kinſman under each Arm, and 
help'd him along ; bur at length his Limbs were quite 
ftitf, his Speech almoſt gone, ard he began to Foam 
at Mouth. In this Straight we knew not what to do;
